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General Information 


Industrija Platnenih Izdelkov (Textile Mill) is in Jar¥e, approximately 60 mete 
west of the national highway which connects the towns of Domzale and Kamnik, 
Before its nationalization in 1945, this textile mill was known as the Indopla 
Mill. Coristruction on the main building (numbered 8 on attached map) began in 
1985 and was completed in 1937. At that time the mill was owned in equal part 
nership by KLUGE, a Czech of Sudeten German origin, and Milena BOEHM (née 
{ MAJDIC), a Jugoslav. Before the last war the plant produced canvas for army 
| tents and linen goods, almost all of which were intended for the use of the 
» | Royal Jugoslav Army. The plant is surrounded by a barbed wire fence. There is= 
‘an industrial track connecting the mill with the JarS$e railroad station, but 
| this track is used only for coal shipments from Trbovlje and-Kocevje. (Coal |} 
“| from the latter mine is of a very inferior, quality.) The mill operates in thr@ 
i eight-hour shifts and at present employs approximately 1,000 workers. Unskille 
. laborers are paid 12 Dinars per hour and skilled laborers about 16 Dinars per 
hour. 
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: Blectric power is supplied partly by the textile mill's own power plant and 
partly by the Slovene State power net, ; 


Production i 


Various unspecified linen and canvas goods are produced. Until the Cominform 
dispute, the Soviet Union received almost the entire output. As of 2 October#F 
1948, production is turned over to the Slovene State Cooperative of Textile = 
Products in Ljubljana. In April and May 1948, the mill received 80 Carloads jeg 
of raw material from the Soviet Union; since the Cominform dispute, however, 
shipments from the USSR have fallen off. .
